Washington, Dec. 7 (AP)—To meet, 


notes falling due and pay interest 
on other obligations the goyernment 
seeks to borrow nearly' $1,OOQ,000,OOQ 
for one year at two and a quarter 
per cent. 


With payments of $842,000,000 to 


be made on December 15, the treas- 
ury offered to the investing public 
$950,000,000 
"or 
thereabouts" in 


certificates of indebtedness with the 
proviso usual to such 
operations 


that maturing obligations would be 
accepted in exchange for the new 
issue. 


Will Save $6,000,000 In Interest 
The issues which come due on the 


15th are one of $473,328,000 bearing 
four and a quarter per cent instead, 
and one of $254,364,500 at three- 
quarters of one per cent. The com- 
bined interest charges for one year 
on the two total $22,000,000. By re- 
placing them with 2Vis the treas- 
ury stands to save more than $6,- 
000,000 of interest .during the com- 
ing year. 


Besides the $727,000,000 in ma- 


turing certificates, 
interest pay- 


ments on the public debt totaling 
$114,000,000 will be due December 
15. By floating a total new issue 
of $950,000,000 the treasury will in- 
crease its working capital by some 
$82.000,000. 
It already stands at 


$1,033,000,000, and income tax pay- 
ments of more than $100,000,000 are 
expected on December 15. 


However, in the next six months 


officials estimate that almost $3,- 
000,000,000 must be paid out largely 
in connection with the public works 
program.
